Dublin, April 4.—The first clash 
between mutineers of the Irish Re­ 
publican army and Irish free state 
’troops occurred early today when the 
Irish free 
troops were attack­ 
e d in two separate districts of the 
.city by rebels. The m utineers opened 
fire with revolvers, which was re­ 
turned by the soldiers supporting the 
Irish provisional government. Final­ 
ly the free staters charged with fixed 
bayonets, putting the rebels to flight. 
The free staters sustained no causul- 
ties. The casualties of the mutineers, 
i f any, are not known. 
Banks and public buildings were 
under heavy guard of Irish free state 
troops today following a wild night 
of terror when the streets echoed with 
rifle fusilades and the bursting of 
bombs- 
Despite the wild firing of rifles and 
revolvers, no causualties were report­ 
ed- Parts of the city were thrown 
into panic, the

that the republicans were attem pting 
their long heralded coup against the 
Irish provision^ government and that 
civil w ar had broken out-

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RATIFICATION OF GREATEST PEACE TREATIES IN 
ALL TIME. 


America's final seal of approval was placed on the achieve­ 
ments of the Washington Conference bv the Senate last week. 
With the ratification in almost record time of the two nine- 
Power treaties dealing with China the full sheaf of six pacts sub­ 
mitted by President Harding on February IO now has been ap­ 
proved by the concurrent treaty-making branch of the Govern- 
roertt. 
Virtual unanimity distinguished the passage of the last 
pair of treaties. The one “relating to principles and policies to 
be followed in matters concerning China" was ratified by a vote 
of 66 to 0. 
With the Senate’s action, the way is now cleared for rati­ 
fication of the treaties of Washington by the other signatory 
Powers. All of them have been awaiting what the incalculable 
Senate of the United States would do. 
All the treaties of Washington take effect “on the date of 
deposit of all ratifications," which, it is expressly provided, “shall 
take place at Washington as soon as possible.” 
O f paramount importance to the United States in that con­ 
nection will be the deposit of the ratification of the four-Power 
Pacific pact, which covenants that the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
shall automatically be terminated with that formality. 
Barring 
unforeseen incidents in the capitals of Europe and Asia, there is 
every likelihood that by May I, at the latest, the last great act in 
the world drama staged in Washington in the winter of 1921-22 
will have been enacted. 
As far as the plighted world of civilized nations can guaran­ 
tee it, China’s night of international spoliation is gone, and the 
day of a “square deal" for her has come. Her “sovereignty" and 
her “territorial integrity" are guaranteed by eight great nations. 
The program of equal opportunity for commerce and trade 
is proclaimed anew’ and solemnly sanctioned. 
China’s right to 
work out her own political and economic salvation is declared, 
and nations which in the past played ducks and drakes 
with 
China’s chaotic fortunes pledge themselves 
to 
abandon 
that 
practice.

GERMANY BALKS, BUT FRANCE SAYS SHE MUST PAY OR 
SHE LL LICK HER. 


With Teuton thoroughness Germany has studied the break­ 
ing Entente front, listened in on Entente quarrels, taken due 
onte of the return of the world’s normal quota of sentimental 
mush-headedness and has decided that she may with safety balk 
at the new exactions of the Reparations Commission. Chancellor 
Wirth, who has been fairly docile, now sees fit to flout the En­ 
tente demands, and thereby has stirred up a vast national en­ 
thusiasm in Germany. 
The commission has asked that Germany tax her people as 
other war-hurt nations are taxed; that she get down to business 
in paying the reparations, and that 60,000,000,000 paper marks in 
additional taxes be levied by May 31. In order to dry up the flood 
of paper marks now drowning Germany, it is demanded that con­ 
trol of German finance be vested in an Entente commission. The 
German reply is a defiant refusal. 
“France is powerful enough to act alone to enforce execu­ 
tion of the Versailles Treaty, with cannon and bayonet if need 
be," Louis Dubois, president of the Reparations Commission, de­ 
clared Thursday at a luncheon of the Union of Commerce and 
Industry in Paris. 
“The mission of the commission," he said, “is merely to 
figure the amount of reparations due by Germany, to fix the

It is not so convenient for our far­ 
mer cousin to make ground connec­ 
tions. 
A good ground may be 
ob­ 
tained by taking an old wash-boiler 
and soldering the ground wire to one 


of the handles or sides and sink it in 
a river, creek, lake or a discarded 
well. 
If none of these facilities are 
available and you you have a cistern 
or pump solder the wire to the iron 
pipe. 
Buried Ground^. 
A fairly good ground may be ob­ 
tained by burying some metal sheets 
preferably copper, about ten or twelve 
feet below' the surface of the earth. 
It is general practice to bury a layer 
of charcoal or coke, placing the 
m e ta l sheets on top, then putting an­ 
other layer of charcoal or coke on top 
of the 'metal sheets. 
This insures a 
ground connection between the earth 
and buried metals at all times.
